A Muddle Over the 


Appropriation 


Bill. 


(From Thursday'* dally.) 


The entire afternoon "session of the 


Senate was given over teytbe consid- 
eration of the minority and majority 
reports from the Committee on Public 
Health and Education. 


The question. as to whether or not 


four normal inspectors should be em- 
ployed, occupied the most of the time 
of the Senators! 
Senators J. F. Brown and Kanuha 


' were very much opposed to the em- 
ployment of four Inspectors, giving as 
their reasons that the inspector's du- 
ties were very light they, throwing the 
burden of their work upon the should- 
'er* of their subordinates. 


There was no morning session, that 


being given over to the committees in 


• order to allow them to prepare their 


reports. 
The afternoon session opened at 2 


o'clock, and the first business to be 
transacted was the minority report 
from Senator Rnssel of the Committee 
on Education. Senator Bussel wanted 
to wait until Senator Achi would ar- 
rive and present the majority report, 
but upon the suggestion of Senator C. 
Brown the report was presented, which 
is as follows: 
The President of the Senate. 
Sir: The minority of the Committee 


of Public Health and Education begs 
leave to report In regard to the items of 
public instruction referred to him as fol- 
lows: 
The minority agrees with the rest of 


the members of said committee in re- 
gard to the item of $600,000 as is In the 
bm as a pay roll for support of schools, 
the -Department of Public Instruction 
having produced sufficient evidence of 
the necessity of a large margin for thir- 
ty or forty additional school teachers 
during the next biennial period; also for 
the pay of teachers during the next bien- 
nial period; also for the pay of Janitors 
and yardboys In larger scuools. 
The minority also agrees with the ne- 
cessity of pairing the Superintendent his 
back salary to April 1,1901, in the Amount 
of IMtUD. 
As for 'the third Item In the list, salary 


of foe? normal inspectors at $6,000, total 
of $M.O». and the last Item of school 
agents, $i£H>. the minority recommend* 
that this laat Item be stricken out and 
the, offices of school agents be dispensed 
with and transferred upon normal In- 
specton who, In my opinion, can do that 
work more satisfactorily and without any 
prejudice to their other duties. I also 
reeommBndt that another normal Inspect- 
or be, allowed -to the large Island of Ha- 
waii, since tn*t Island has the largest 
number of school children scattered up- 
on a very targe area and the service of 
one tnapeetor never can be so effective 
aa on the. other Islands with a,: smaller 
number ^OT children sad smaller ' area. 
The minority reeoamends that the third 
Item be read thnar Salary of nvo normal 
imntectors and school agents, at $8,003,

During Cecil Brown's talk, Private 


Secretary to the Governor A. G. Hawes, 
Jr., appeared at the door leading to the 
Senate chamber and vainly tried to at- 
tract the attention of the sergeant-at'- 
arms, who was sitting in his chair doa- 
tog. Some little time elapsed ere the 
"peace officer" of the Senate took a 
tumble to himself, and upon looking 
around to see the cause of all the ges- 
ticulating by the Senators, Jumped to 
his .feet and mumbled, "Governor's 
message." and started up the aisle 
leading to the president's chair, with 
Secretary Hawes -in tow. The message 
was then presented and read by the 
clerk, which was as follows: 
Message to the Legislature of the Terri- 


tory of Hawaii. 
In view of the opinion rendered by the 


Attorney General to the effect that Act 
71 of < the Session Laws of 1893, entitled 
"An Act to provide for public loans," is 
still In force and that bonds may be le- 
gally issued in accordance with the terms 
of said Act and It also appearing from 
the statement of the Treasurer of the 
Territory that there stfll remain unissu- 
ed bonds to the amount of t799,000 author- 
led by said Act I recommend the pas- 
sage of an Appropriation bill making 
special appropriations for the use of the 
Territory during the succeeu.ng biennial 
period, out of any moneys received by 
.he Treasury from the loan authorised 
by Act 71 of the Session Laws of 1898, 
above referred to and submit the fol- 
owlng estimates, the Items of which 
may he found In the schedule of esti- 
mates submitted by the Governor under 
date of May 8, 1901. 


I recommend the transfer of these 
terns from the Appropriation bill 
for 


current expenses to the Appropriation 
bin above referred to; the remaining 
terns of the Governor's estimates to be 
passed in the Appropriation bill for cur- 
rent expenses, with the exception of the 
item of $7,000 for construction of roada 
In Puna, Hawaii, entitled "Twenty-one 
and one-half miles Volcano road to. con- 
nect with railroad," which I recommend 
to be stricken out

proselytising -expedition. 


Dwelling In Independence, Missouri, 


the descendant of the Mormon leader 
has declared that in a vision vouchsaf- 
ed to him during the utter days of last 
month, he was instructed to proceed 
with all due speed to the South Seas, 
taking; In the .Sandwich Islands on the 
way, and there labor in the field of con- 
version. Assured success of the mis- 
sion was given by the heavenly visi- 
tant 
; 


According to the history of the Mor- 


mon church, after the martyrom of 
Joseph Smith, there was some dissat- 
isfaction felt by Joseph, the younger, In 
not being appointed as the leader of 
the Mormon people in his father's 
place. He then to an extent severed 
himself from the regular body and, 
migrating, started a Church of Latter 
Day Saints whose creed contained sev- 
eral modifications 'from those original- 
ly propagated by the pilgrim elders 
from Illinois. • The new sect does not 
seem hitherto to have achieved wide 
distinction, but In ,th» light of the re- 
cent vision, the ambition to be a leader 
among his people may be granted to 
the present Joseph Smith. Whether 
the local settlement of Mormons will 
welcome the visitor, as one of them- 
selves and a veritable prophet is an 
open question. 


The date of his arrival will probably 


come close to that of Bishop Heber J. 
Grant one of the high dignitaries of the 
original Mormon church at Salt Lake 
City. Bishop Grant as previously an- 
nounced last month, will make a short 
stay In Honolulu on hla way to the es- 
tablishment of a new see in Japan, that 
country being a fresh -field for missions 
as far as the Mormon -church is con- 
cerned.

Selling Chin.emtxi Certificates. 


Internal Revenue Collector Cham- 
berlain was interviewed yesterday .af- 
ternoon in regard to the complaints of 
certain Chinese that a charge of $25 
was being made for Chinese registra- 
tion on Kaual. 
Mr. Chamberlain says that no com- 
plaint has been filed in his office, and 
that be knows nothing about tne mat- 
ter officially, but that as hearsay, he 
had heard that when they were rush- 
ed at the registration office, and tne 
Chinese were standing in a long line, 
waiting, their turn; outsiders had ap- 
proached different Chinamen and of- 
fered, for $25, to secure them a place 
at the head of the line. This, says Mr. 
Chamberlain, is 'probably the founda- 
tion of the story. "I am certain," said 
he, "that .the gentlemen who are. in 
charge of registration on Kaual, would 
not do such a thing. Mr. Arthur R. 
Neely, formerly of Honolulu, is at tne 
head of the registration work there, 
and Melnert L. Renter and John Fer- 
reira, two interpreters, thoroughly re- 
liable, are his assistants. It is quite 
possible that outsiders may have been 
jetting money from the Chinese under 
pretext of earlier registration.

DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS.

CHBJSTLEY VS. MAGOON DECISION. 


The Supreme Court yesterday render- 


ed decision in the equity case of Thomas 
Christley vs. J. A. »iagoon and Emme- 
Urie M. Magoon, which was submitted on 
December 26, 1900. The decision was In 
favor of Christley. 
The .case was a suit to cancel a deed 
dated November 2, 1898, from plaintiff to 
defendant Emmeline M. Magoon of 3.47 
acres of land on the easterly side of Fort 
street, between School and Vineyard 
streets, in Honolulu; the consideration 
named in the deed was $10.000* although 
the real consideration was an oral prom- 
ise to pay the plaintiff's debts, amount-

The opinion Is by Justice Frear, and 
Judge Edlngs sat In place of Justice 
Perry, disqualified. Hatch and Silliman 
and J. T. De Bolt were attorneys for the 
plaintiff, and Kinney, Ballon ft McClana- 
han for defendant 
The syllabus of Justice Frear's opinion 


shows that for two years preceding the 
execution of the deed J. A. Magoon had 
been the plaintiff's agent in respect to 
the plaintiffs property In question, col- 
lecting rents, paying taxes, eta, and ad- 
vising him, professionally In matters of 
law; that plaintiff trusted him implicitly; 
that plaintiff 
Was simple and absent- 


minded/and susceptible to Influence; that 
plaintiff's wife had left him- and that he 
was worried with money troubles and 
that he was 60 years of age, and

under the' agreement Apparently 
question as to tender was raised in 
lower court The Conrt decreed not only 
that the deed was null and void and that 
it be set aside and cancelled, and that I 
the defendant Mrs. Magoon. be a trus- 
tee for the plaintiff of the property in 
question, and that the defendants exe- 
cute a deed-of the property to the plain- 
tiff, and account to him for all moneys 
received by Hbem therefrom and as his 
agent but also made au uiese conditional 
upon his paying to them or Into conrt ail 
sums paid by them towards' the $4,000 
debts and 176 payments. Under these ,*>••>. 
circumstances the defendants are amply 
protected, and it would not be equitable 
to allow them to now rely upon failure 
to make a tender prior to bringing the 
suit 
"Of course those who took leases of 


the property from Mrs. Magoon after she 
acquired title under the deed to question 
would not be affected by the decree In 
this case, for they are not parties. We 
presume, also, that they would not be 
affected even if they were parties, for 
the reason that they took innocently. 
But it may be that If the deed were set 
aside as null and void at the time of Its 
execution, Christley would technically 
have a right of action against the Ma- 
roons for having made the leases, even|| 
though he might be able to recover only 
nominal damages, for apparently the 
leases were made on terms as favorable 
to the lessor as could be obtained. He 
who seeks equity must do equity. Christ- 
ley was not altogether blameless. He 
was aware of the execution of the leases 
and while we do not go so far as to 
hold that his knowledge and failure to 
object operates as an estoppel against 
his setting up undue influence, because 
the undue Influence continued, yet he 
may as a matter of equity be given re- 
lief only on condition that be place the 
defendants as far as possible In their 
former position. He has elected to come 
Into equity rather than go to law. In 
our opinion It will be as much as he can 
fairly ask so far as the deed Is concern- 
ed to have Mrs. Magoon declared a trus- 
tee for him and to convey the property 
to him subjec tto the leases, and not to 
declare the deed null and void and order 
It .cancelled. 
"The case,is remanded to the Circuit 


Judge with directions to modify the de- 
cree In conformity with these views and 
for. such further proceedings as may be 
proper."

There is certainly much 
evidence that it is difficult to reconcile 
with that theory, as well as some to 
support of it We may even assume that 
the defendants thought they were being 
magnanimous toward the plaintiff, at 
least to the extent of thinking that the 
new arrangement was better for him, 
considering all his troubles, than the 
old. But in view of the then existing re- 
lationship of principal and agent with 
reference to this property, the relatlon- 
ahip of attorney and client, the plain- 
tiff's weaknesses and his trust In the 
defendants, the defendants' interest In 
the transaction, and the inadequacy of 
the consideration, equity must on well- 
established principles undo the transac- 
tion.

When the threatened war between 
tussta and Japan actually breaks out. 


It Is almost certain to do at an 
arly date, there will be desperate 
fighting on the sea as well a* OB the 
and, for each of the power* engaged 
will have a strong navy, equipped with 


11 the latest and best means for rapid 
uid effective service. Japan, in par- 
icular, has been making' strenuous 
fforts in the past few years to put 
er navy on a footing equal with that 
f any other civilised power. 
She 
realizes fully that her insular position, 
like that of England, requires that she 
shall place the emphasis in the. war 
department upon the naval arm of the 
service. It is for *h<« reason that Ja- 
pan has been spending money without 
stint during the past few years to 
provide herself with the finest war- 
ships that modern naval science can 
devise. She can claim at this time the 
largest battleship afloat tn the world, 
the Mlkasa, launched from an English 
shipyard last November. This vessel 
has an extreme length of 432 feet, ana 
a displacement of 15,150 tons, Japan's 
total naval force today eoniitts of 
seventy-five vessels; eight flr*t-class 
and two second-class battleships, all 
afloat and equipped, and among th» 
very finest In the world; twenty crais- 
ers, ten coast defense chips, and forty- 
five other vessels of the dispatch or 
torpVdp class. Her three navy yards, 
at Sasabo, Kara, and Tokonka, art 
rich tn modern resources, and sv*n tn 
the making of armor plate* she wHl 
soon be Independent. As for tht men 
behind the gttns, Japan win not b« 
fotind lacking there either. The brav- 
ery, resourcefulness and ftgnttng abil- 
ity of her seamen wer» amply demon- 
strated In the war with China t*n 
y«-a.rt ago, and great Improvement* tn 
this line, as tn an others, h*v» been 
been made ttnoe that Uro*. Sbt now 
has a body of trained seamen number- 
ing twenty thousand, with a great 
merchant marine to draw from. Rus- 
sia with her vastly greater rescuroM 
In men and means may be able to eon> 
qoer Japan eventually, but ft can only 
be at a price In blood and treasure 
which win surely "stagger humanity."

Tfce*e 'abuses gave birth to 'the cooll* 


law* of the United States, and simulta- 
neously in Hawaii a bureau of immigra- 
tion wa* established, taking the business 
of importing'laborers from the hand* of 
th* planter* and placing It under tb* 
charge of the Kingdom. The Hawallans 
claim that no such iniquity a* above 
mentioned ever disgraced the efforts of 
their planters in their work of import- 
ing laborers. The "coolie system" as 
known elsewhere never ..existed on the 
islands; the law between employer and 
employe known as the "master and ser- 
vant law" was mild, equitable, and com- 
pulsory for the specific fulfillment of 
contracts. 
In 186* the board of Immigration was 


established for the purpose of superin- 
tending the. importation of. foreign la- 
borers and tbe introduction of immi- 
grants. One of its first, ordinances was 
to prohibit private persons from intro- 
ducing laborers into tbe Kingdom under 
heavy penalty. .Another was to adopt 
measures looking to the Introduction of 
free. Immigrants, males and females, 
from the, Azores, Canaries and Cape de 
Verde In the Atlantic, and from any of 
the Pacific Isles. Passages were to be 
paid by the Government and a bounty 
per head to the captain of the ship. Still 
another was the chartering of a ship to 
send to China to procure more Chinese 
laborers. The flrst ordinance gave great 
offense to the planters, but the board 
firmly adhered to it. 
In' 1885 Dr. Hillebrand was appointed 


-commissioner to go abroad and study the 
possibilities of obtaining desirable immi- 
grants from India, Japan and Malaysia. 
In the meanwhile, to meet the present 
demands, he was first to visit China and 
forward a shipload or two of coolies to 
the islands. In December, 1865, the first 
installment of immigrants arrived from 
the Caroline Islands. • Tbe. bureau sanc- 
tioned the ' contracts with tbe planters. 
Simultaneously a small number of Har- 
quesans were introduced. Dr. Hillebrand 
simultaneously forwarded from Hong- 
kong two shiploads of coolies. The plant- 
er •acquired the needed laborer, but tbe 
people desired immigrants who would as- 
*lmuate with them, Infuse vigor into the 
Impaired constitutions of tbe natives, 
check the decrease of the Inhabitants of 
the Kingdom, and give strength to the 
national constitution. 
King Kamehameha HI saw with Sor- 


row and alarm his people rapidly declin- 
ing in numbers, and naturally 
sought 


some means of arresting this decay and 
permanently repeOpllng his dominions. 
To accomplish his purposes he authoris- 
ed Mr. WylUe to negotiate with tbe Brit-, 
Ish Government With the view of obtain- 
ing consent to remove to the Islands all 
of the inhabitants of Pitcairn's Island 
and settle them 'as proprietors or tenants 


von hte own lands. Th& project unfortu- 
nately failed. 
In the meanwhile other coolies were 


introduced. 
In 1865 King Kamehameha IV, in bis 


speech to the Legislature, said of tbe 
coolie*: "They are not so kind and

cess. Th* Hawaiian Immigration Society 
to promote immigration was next form- 
ed, but few fruits of its -labors were 
apparent, In.the meanwhile another im- 
portation of Chinese was made, soon to 
be followed by .others; many of whom on 
arrival went, into rice culture. 


Again attention was directed to tne 


Asore* and,, the .possibility of obtaining 
desirable immigrants therefrom. Italy 
was also considered as a source of sup- 
ply of future laborers. But nothing tan- 
gible was accomplished. In July, 187& 
the treaty of reciprocity between the 
Hawaiian 
Kingdom and the United 


States was ratified. It created great Joy 
and much inspiration in every planter in 
the islands. 
Extensive improvement* 


were undertaken at once and energetic 
efforts made to secure more laborers.' • 


In 1878 the first batch of Portuguese 


from Madeira, secured after patient ef- 
forts, was landed in Honolulu, followed 
soon after by a cargo of South Sea Isl- 
anders, all of whom proved satisfactory 
to the planters. This arrival of Portu- 
guese proving so desirable, negotiations 
were made at once to Introduce them on 
a large scale. Accordingly many vessels 
soon after reached Honolulu, bringing 
exclusively .cargoes of Portuguese from 
Madeira. 
In 1881 two vessels filled with Norwe- 


gians arrived. But few of them were ag- 
riculturists and therefore Were soon dis- 
satisfied with life on plantations. 


Tbe propriety of introducing negroes 


from the Southern States was discussed 
by the board, with the result of a decid- 
ed opposition to the scheme. 


More cargoes of South Sea Islanders 


were introduced, followed soon after by 
several vessel 
loads of uermans. The 


islands were rapidly filling up with a 
desirable population. The Chinese and 
Japanese we're for the time being neg- 
lected by the Government. Though neg- 
lected by the Government, the Chinese, 
however, came of their own accord in 
large numbers, until it was found .nec- 
essary to restrict this Immigration by 
suitable laws. 
In 1885 after a favorable treaty with 
Japan had been ratified, the Introduction 
on a large scale of Japanese laborers 
under the contract system began, which 
continued up to the annexation of the 
islands to the United States. 
Several large cargoes of Portuguese 


from the Madeira Islands were also land- 
ed In Honolulu during the year. 
Since 1885 up to tbe time of annexation 


the introduction of Chinese, Japanese 
and Portuguese has been made to meet 
the wants of the.islands. The Japanese 
and Portuguese have been brought In 
mainly on contract, and having com- 
pleted the, time of service required by 
the latter they have either renewed ser- 
vice or been returned to their homes. The 
Chinese have always come on their own 
accord. 
In studying the history of immigration 


to the islands' it Is difficult to conceive 
of a country that the bureau of immi- 
gration and the planters have not con- 
sidered as a- source of supply of labor. 
They have repeatedly been disappointed, 
but they have'-persisted with a real and 
an energy worthy of the highest type of

tion of the board to Polynesia, where 
Mttler* and not merely hand* for the 
planter* might be obtained, bat apwt 
further investigation the plan was aban- 
doned. • 
IB IMi two eminent persons were sent 


*n an expedition with two ship* to visit 
the various isle* of the Padne and At- 
lantic to socore If possible voluntary la- 
borer* for the Kingdom. One ship re- 
turned with a cargo from Caroline and 
Humphrey Islands, having visited many 
other* without success. 
The** immigrants were cleanly. Intelli- 


gent, docfie. Christian, speaking a lan- 
guage similar to Hawaiian. 1 he other 
•hip brought a cargo from the Danger 
Islands. These were far from being sat- 
isfactory to their subsequent employers, 
many of whom were ultimately released 
and returned to their native island*. 


Soon after these importations another 


controversy arose as to the class of fu- 
ture immigrants. Great dissatisfaction 
was felt by the King and council at tbe 
large number of Chinese already in the 
Islands. clnc« they desired immigrants 
more nearly related to th* Hawallans. 
An anti-cooli* party, consisting chiefly 
of mechanics and tradesman, strongly 
.oppo»ed the further introduction of uil- 
ae*e by the sugar planter*. Ha** meet- 
Ings w«r» hatd, with verdict* against the 
Chine** and in favor of South B*a I*J- 
ander* or other race* vthnologtoally re- 
lated. Effort* wtre mad* to »eear» im- 
migrants from India, Jsoan and Malay- 
sia, and th* Dtttoh and English Ba*t In- 
die*. 
AH proved abortive, after moeh 


«i*cn**ktn, diplomacy and a larg* ex- 
penditure Of tinte and money. *xe*pt with 
Japa*. After much delay and long and 
•jrtllto contracts a chtplead of Japan*** 
re*ch»d tb* Island* to 1M.

meat to the emigration of it* subjects 
to Hawaii wa* obtained with difficulty in 
1884, and in 1886 a labor convention wa* 
ratified. Sue* then th* Increase of th* 
Japanese clement in tb* population has' 
been constant and rapid. It rose fr*nv 
116 in 1884 to 12,860 In IttO and H4M In 
1834. At the'dose of 1899 It is estimated 
to be about 58,000, of whom about *V»0 
are employed in sugar plantation*.. They 
have for the most part been recruited 
from the lowest classes in Japan. Vnllk* 
the Chinese, they show no IncMnatipn to; 
intermarry with the Hawaiian*. They 
may fairly be characterised a* versatile, 
ingenious, imitative, but clannish <tb an 
extreme, fickle and-vain. In regard to 
labor unions and strikes they "can give 
points to other nationalities. Crimes of 
violence are more frequent among'them' 
than among any other race tat the isl- 
ands. 
The effect of annexation to the United 
State* will be to put an end to all as- 
sisted immigration of whatever 
race, 


and to exclude all Chinese laborers. But 
under the recent treaty between tbe 
United States and Japan, there is noth- 
ing to limit the free Immigration of Jap- 
anese, and several companies have been 
formed to promote It. 


The excessive preponderance of males 


over females In Asiatic immigration con- 
stitutes a serious menace to the morals 
and health of the commonwealth. In 
1896 the ratio of males to females was 
8 to 1 among the Chinese, nearly 6 to 1 
among the Japanese, 8 to 7 among the 
Portuguese and 
8 to & among other, 


whites, the proportion for all the Inhab- 
itants being 2 to 1. 
. 


The decrease of the aboriginal popula- 


tion has .still continued, from 44,088 In 
1878 to 40,014 in 1884, 34,436 in 1890 and 81,- 
019 in 1896 the rate of decrease being 
about 1.6 per cent a year.

All these facts point to the grad- 
ual extinction of the full-blooded Ha- 
waiians, and the absorption of 'the rem- 
nant of the race, by the European and 
Asiatic population.

Birx The special committee to whom 


was referred the -following items in the 
Appropriation bill:* Pay of police of Ha- 
waii, W6.000; pay of police ot Maul. *49,- 
lOQ: pay of police of Kaual, $25,000; beg 
leave;tip report as follows: 


Tour committee obtained from the Au- 


diting Department a complete copy of the 
tembteO pay roll for each of the above 
Islands for the month of April past, and 
also .had the High Sheriff appear with 
the estimates made by him. and upon 
which estimates the figures submitted by 
the Governor and set forth in the Appro- 
priation bill are based. 


Upon .examination of the itemized pay 


roll, it appears especially in the District 
of South Hllo,, .Island of Hawaii and in 
Wallukn,. Island of Maul, that the pay 
of the police officers is not at all uni- 
form. The cpmmlttee recommends to the 
High Sheriff that he instruct the sheriffs 
of each Island to make tne pay of the 
police as uniform as possible, taking into 
consideration the services required and 
the cost of living In each particular dls- 
Ttet. -This committee from the infonna- 
don obtained by them cannot approve of 
Jie pay-roll for the District of South Hl- 
lo. Among the Items is pay of a humane 
officer as well as a health officer, .as also 
that of a night patroL The pay roll for 
the month of April also showed 
that 


there were in addition to the regular 
force of twenty-four members, sixteen 


who 
from 


(S to $75 *aT month. The pay of a humane 
and health officer or a night patrol, es- 
pecially "the latter, where the police are 
on'duty -during the night, we believe 
should not be paid by the Police Depart- 
ment. 
The High Sheriff's estimates show that 


the sums asked for are necessary for the 
proper and efficient conduct of this de- 
partment of the Government, and your 
committee believes that, taking into con- 
sideration the progress and increase in 
population of the past,' and believing that 
it will continue in the same ratio during 
the next biennial period, that the money 
asked for each of the islands named and 
the -pay of their police, is as little as can 
be done with and should any decrease 
be made, that It will seriously Interfere 
with and affect seriously the efficiency 
of this department. Your . committee 
therefore recommend that the items pass 
as in the bill.

These queries and inferences seemed to 


,'Ut the question upon mere economic 
rounds. I do not regard those grounds 
rom the highest standpoint in regard to 
he education of youth; however. I shall 
onflne my remarks to the mere ques- 
lon of the education 6"f man as an eco- 
lomlc animal or, perhaps better, as an 
conomlo machine. Taking this lower 
/lew of the matter, I think it ean be 
hown from different nations and peoples 
:hat those nations who have earliest 
made provision for the education of all 
-outh are decidedly superior In the pro- 
duction of wealth and economic well-be- 
ng to those who have not mad« such 
revisions. 
Prussia was the first State in Europe 
hat made ample provision for the edu- 
ation of all her youth irrespective of 
ondition. She was soon thereafter the 
hlef State of Germany in economic 
well-being, in the exploitation of her re- 
ources, In science and in all lines of hu- 
man effort. Compare the economic con- 
dition of Germany. Switzerland, Hol- 
and, the Netherlands, 
Norway and 


Sweden, England and France, who made 
rovision for the education of all youth, 
with Spain, Portugal, Italy and Russia, 
n the production of mere wealth and 
with all those things which wealth pro- 
uces—a mere comparison is sufficient. 
These facts, so well known to all, are 


not merely academic but are well-known 
ilstorical phenomena. 
Coming to the United States, Massa- 


chusetts and her influence, with her ex- 
cellent public school system, may be 
contrasted with Virginia—two States that 
began their career at nearly the same 
time under similar political conditions. 


Virginia bad every natural resource; 
Massachusetts a bad climate and a nig- 
rard soil. 
t may be asserted with little difference 


of opinion that the early provision for 
the education of all her children has 
made Massachusetts, under adverse nat- 
ural conditions, the leading wealth-pro- 
ducing State of. America. As .she pro- 
duced wealth, larger provisions were 
made for the careful -training of her 
youth in the highest scholarship and in 
he most excellent technical training. 
In all thofee States in which, her In- 


fluence baa been felt merely in the pro- 
duction of wealth, they have gone far 
ahead of those States in whlti the Vir- 


lnian influence has been predominant. 
I think there can be little doubt that 


this different result has been largely if 
not wholly the result of her admirable 
educational system. I have neither the

In Favor of Libel- 
lant With $750 


Damages. 


The salvage case of Robert R. Hind 
vs. brlgantlne Consuelo, was decided in 


, favor of the libellant *?**£**• ££!? 
Judgment in the sum of $750. 
Paul 
Neumann for libellant, and Robertson 
ft Wilder for defendant. 
The decision reads as follows: 
This is a libel for salvage brought by 


Robert R. Hind, Ubellant, owner of the 
steamer TJpolu, whereof Frank Dalton is 
master. It is brought for himself as 
well as for the master and crew of the 
steamer Upolu, against the brlgantine 
Consuelo, her tackle, apparel, furniture, 
boats'and appurtenances, whereof one 
A. O. Page is master, and against all 
persons Intervening for their interests 
therein. Libellant asks salvage in the 
gum of $3,000. B. A. Fraser answers the 
said libel, Intervening on behalf of him- 
self, C. A. Nelson and J. Renton, as 
co-owners of tbe said Consuelo. 


The matter was referred to W. J. Rob- 


inson, as special referee to .take testi- 
mony and report the same to this court. 
Salvage,, is defined to be services ren- 


dered In the rescue or relief of property 
at sea in imminent peril of loss or dete- 
rioration. 


A salvor la one who without any par- 
ticular relation to a vessel in distress 
proffer* useful service and gives it as a 
voluntary adventurer. He may act with 
or without request. 


So assistance needed and rendered is 


in the .nature of salvage services. 


The facts appear to be these: That the 
Consuelo. a sailing vessel. Captain A. 6. 
Page commanding, was on a trip from 
8an Francisco to Mahukona, on the Isl- 
and Of Hawaii. She reached that road- 
stead of Mahukona about October 26th, 
1900. but owing to the fact that other 
vessels were lying in could not get a 
mooring until the evening of the 14th of 
November, when at about 10 o'clock of 
that night she was moored about a 
quarter of a. mile from the shore. 


*That during the night the wind blew 


heavily' from the southwest toward the 
land, the barometer fell, and a storm, 
known as a "Kona," common to these 
Islands, prevailed 
during the 
entire 
night. That about 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing Mr. Fraser, one of the,owners at the 
Consuelo, and consignee of her 'cargo, 
being on the shore, arose and aroused 
some of bis men and ordered them to 
go out and go aboard of tbe Consuelo- 
and find out if she needed anything. That 
they did so, and reported to the captain 
of the Consuelo, who, with his mate, 
steward and crew, Including every man 
aboard of the Consuelo, left the ship and 
went-, ashore In the boat with the na- 
tives sent out by Mr. Fraser, leaving the 
Consuelo entirely alone. 


There is sjome conflict as to how long 
they stayed ashore, but it is hi evidence 
that the captain with his officers and men 
remained- ashore tram a little after 4 
, o'clock >»rttt after *r when,.the captain 
returned- alone wiUc tb*"v«ative i «new, 
wUCtfv/ii^o'claimea- to : have Obtained 
«a shore?-tti th* same boat It 'if not 
eoatnittcte* *»•>£ semfc-rtlOe prtwerw*; 
wer&'IpXek tn the open'bekl when it left 
- tb* Cbnsoelo first, thus tending to show 
that the officers and men of the Consu- 
elo thongntr«here might be need of them, 
and 'inaTTth* mate and one' of th> crew 
took DttttUfci with them to the shore, 
probably their clothes. It does not* ap- 
pear that'tfee captain ordered his men 
to remain"'on "the vessel or that he de- 
slredj'to remain on her himself. No ex* 
-planatfin>;-#ffered by either the cap- 
tain or/anyone else for the conduct of 
the crewTfavIeavlng; there is no testimo- 
ny as io, a/mutiny or any dissatisfaction 
among the men aboard of her. The cap- 
tain. - .saying in explanation only, "I 
cauldn'iprevent it; they would go. They 
got An', tbe Shore boat and I went in or- 
der to get another crew for the vessel." 
But-iwhea ready to sail his old crew went 
with Urn: on board his ship. 


It -w**"1 certainly most extraordinary 


conduct OB the part of the officers and 
men^of *h* vessel to desert the ship 
without emaae. and especially a* not one 
of ttiese. officer* or m«nt with the excep- 
tion-Of the captain and the cook, were 
called ks witnesses to' explain this pro- 
ceeding.' it would appear that the ac- 
tion ,'if,<h« crew in deserting the vessel 
IB ads1 manner in company with the 
^P»t1^ must have been due to some 
cause which they now do not admit, and 
from an examination of an tbe testimo- 
ny in relation to the storm that was pre- 
vailing, and the position of the Consuelo, 
the Court must assume that it was tear 
of the* danger in which the vessel was 
then fat that induced this wholesale de- 
sertion. This seems to be more appar- 
ent from th* testimony of the witnesses 
for the libellee to the effect that when 
the Upolu hove in sight, the recreant 
crew consented to go back at once upon 
the vessel. 
It further appeom that Mr. Fraser 


one of the owners and tbe consignee of 
the Consnelo, and intervenor herein, tel- 
ephoned to Mr. Bind, the owner of the 
Upolu, then lying at Alaalae, come twelve 
or fifteen mile* from Itahukona, to send 
the Upolu. There seem* to b« some di*- 
agreement between Mr. Frsser and Mr 
Hind, as to what the object was In hav 
ing the Upolu sent around to Mahukona. 


Mr. Fraser testified he telephoned to 


Mr. Hind and asked him where tb* Upo- 
Ju wa*. "I told him." *ay* fer. Fraser 
"that the Con*ue,lo wa* lying in por 
with a Kratherly wind and that tber* 
was a possibility that th* captain migh 
want to tow out. and I a*ked him to 
•end the Upolu down and lie tber*; and

lie testimony of the captain of the Con- 
suelo at this point is of interest. He 
says: "I thought it was strange to see 
le Upolu coming along at that time, 
ind I asked one of the native crew where 
ic Upolu was going. He said, 'I think 
tie Is going to tow you out;' " and so 
laid the captain of the Consuelo, "We 
li went 'ashore again so that we could 
Ick up my crew -and get them back 
board, which I did. When I went ashore 
asked Mr. Frazer if he had made any 


agreement with the Upolu to tow me 
ut. This was before the Upolu 
got 


here, although in eight. He said no, and 
asked him If I would make any agree- 


ment. He said, 'No; leave that to us.' " 


The captain further testifies: "I went 
jack, put my crew aboard of the Con- 
uelo, and I then spoke the captain of 
10 Upolu, and I asked him if he could 
ow us out, and he said he could if I 
et my fore and aft sails, my lower top- 
sails and staysails when we got started, 
•hat was all the conversation. I did not 
make any arrangement with him to do 
his because" I supposed the owners, Mr.

This seems "hardly credible that the 
aptain of the Consuelo was unaware of 
he ordering of tbe Upolu to Mahukona 
n view of the fact that Captain Page 
was ashore when Mr. Frazer was tele- 
honing to Mr. Hind early in the morn- 
ng and that a stcrm was then prevall- 
It seems that the captain of the Con- 
uelo and his crew assisted in getting a 
ne on board of the Upolu and she low- 
id the Consuelo out to sea, the actual 
tftne consumed in this towage being 
ome three-quarters of an hour, al- 
lough some oit the witnesses for libellee 
estifled that It took but fifteen minutes. 
There is some conflict in the testimony 


_s to whether there was any danger to 


le Consuelo at the time the services 


were rendered by the Upolu; and wheth- 
r, if so, the danger was such as to en- 
Jtle the Upolu to salvage compensation. 
t is clear to the Court, from the testi- 


mony as a whole, that tbere^can not be 
ny doubt as to the dangerous position 
In which the Consnelo was lying and 
lat her captain and the owners of the 
essel thought she was in danger, and 
that an parties, including the sailors, 
were conscious of It. Else why did the 
jcaptain and crew leave the ship? The 
sailors did not go back to the ship until 
after the Upolu was sighted, as appears 
from the evidence of both the captain 
and the cook of the Consuelo. If 
the 
Consuelo were not In danger, why did 
IT. Fraser, the owner or co-owner of 
be vessel, early on the morning of the 
5th of November, telephone to the own- 
r of the Upolu to have her sent around 
o the port of Mahukona, and why were 
Mr. Frazer and his men np at 2 o'clock 
n the morning, tbe latter going out to 
be Consuelo "to see if she wanted any- 
hlng," and then returning to the shore 
with all her officers and men aboard, 
eavlng the ship entirely alone? 
If it had been possible for the captain 
f the Consuelo to ha/ve set «ail and 
on* out of the port safely, without the 
issistance of the Upolu, as he now tes- 
tifies, why did he not do this and not 
abandon his ship in the first place, and 
then returning ask the captain of the 
Upolu, "Can you tow us out?" And why, 
after being towed out, did he remain 
away -from the port of Mahukona until 
the weather moderated and was again 
fair? If the place, was safe and the 
weather such as to- permit him to remain 
there, why did he not do,so7 
^ 
The real facts »r» there was a. severe 


south wind blowing and the Consuelo 
was in danger of slipping her moorings, 
tjlng upon the shore or being swamped 
in the sea. This must have been the 
fear that took; ^possession of the captain 
and the crew when they deserted the 
•hip. It is the common Instinct of tbe 
captain of a, ship to remain on her deck, 
and no rational explanation has been giv- 
en of this desertion of the vessel. 
It is clew to the Court that the ser- 


vices of the Upolu were necessary in or- 
der to take the Consuelo out to sea, as 
appears especially from the testimony of 
Captain Campbell, a witness for the libel- 
ee and a man of large experience in 
these waters. Who, when asked whether 
a vessel could safl out from this par- 
ticular spot moored as was the Consnelo 
and the wind blowing as it was btowtag 
on that morning, testified: "She might 
possibly If there was not a very heavy 
sea on; she would have what they call

PHILIPPINES EXrTTBTC. 


Few exhibits in the Government build- 


ing attract more attention than the Phll- 
>plne collection in the North Pavilion. 
Ivery American citizen who visits 'the 


Exposition will have an opportunity to 
ee for himself how the Filipinos live, 
what kind of houses th'ey live in, what 
clothes tfoy wear, what they eat, how 
hey cultivate the soil, their fisheries, 
their industries, their trades and manu- 
actures, their games and amusements 
and the thousand and one things that 
make up their home environment. 


Though the Government Board bad no 
pecial funds for a Filipino exhibit, it 
ook steps' at an early date to represent 


an adequate manner the life of these 


ew wards of the nation. In the winter 
f 1899-1900 Colonel F. F. Hilder of the 
mithsonlan Institution was sent to the 
•lands to gather up a representative col- 
ection. Colonel HUder spent several 
months in the islands, and in the face 
f very great obstacles, brought together 
a rich collection. Having finished his 
work he returned to Washington, where 
le contracted pneumonia and died while 
ngaged upon a catalogue of tbe collec- 
tion. 
One Urge-portion of the exhibit con- 
sists' of''agricultural implements and 
products. There is the primitive plough 
and rake uied in the rice fields, knives 
'or cutting rice straw, rice sifters, bas- 
kets and Steves, models of rice mills, and 
finally the rice Itself. 
Next comes the famous Manila hemp 
n huge skeins, like flaxen hair, or made 
up into ropes and cables. There are su 
gar baskets and bales and native sugar 
of various grades, tobacco, coffee, indigo, 
dye-stuffs, cocoanut fibre and oil and 
the beautiful and wonderfully delicate 
pina cloth, made from pineapple fibre. 
Host abundant of all is the bamboo, 
which the Filipino adapts to every con- 
ceivable use. There are bedsteads of 
bamboo, chairs, table*, brushes, milk 
Jars, rakes, rafts and strangest of all 
musical instruments. Hardly lea* Im- 
portant is rattan, of which the native 
constructs baskets, balls, mats and nu- 
merous other household articles. 


The pattrt leaf is everywhere in evi 


deuce, for'roofs, hats, cloak*, fans, bas- 
kets,' etc.' 
The collection Induden a!l kinds of fish- 


ery apparatus, lines, nets, rafts, boats, 
baskets, etc. 
The tool* of the various trades are al- 


so well represented, such as a complete 
carpenter's kit. carriage and harness- 
makers' tools, mason's tools, a tinsmith's 
outfit, farrier's implements, etc. 
Visitor* wni doubtless find muck to 
interest them In the •faouMhold utensil* 
and appliance*, not the least carloum of 
which are the little earthenware stoves, 
of which 'no well-appointed kitchem con- 
tains less than half a doien. Then there 
are spoons and bowl* of cocoanut shell, 
knives and fork* of buffalo bone, grass 
broom*, bamboo bird cages, pottery, 
ter bottles, baskets of every (lie and de- 
scription.
